T"he 
advice is good. Organization in a poli- 
tictd party is an c.^Lcelleiit thing, ami 
every man, no matter what p u ly lie lie- 
Idiiga to, who lias a rii;hl lo ihe fran- 
chise, shonld lo ;i' no time in having his 
name placed on the list of voters. 'I'lie 
privilege of vol ing for nienibera of the 
legislature ia it valuable one. No man 
can be sure that a time may not come 
soon when bis own interests and the iu- 
tercata of hi.s fellow citizens will reiiuirc 
him to use the jiolitical power with 
which the law invests him on the side 
which ho considers tho right one. It is 
-„ no evidence of either moral or iutellec 
' tual superiority to despise, or to affect l« 
despise, the political uHaira of the [mi 
vince in which a man baa nuide his 
home.

1. ...i., ..oiii here 
llial the bariiue was removed by order 
of Admiral Heneage on Wednesday. 

When it became evident Unit it was 
the intciitiiiii of the pilot to bring the 
Huatede into Ihc liarlior, an ollicer of 
the tiecl waa dcapatclied in one of the 
alcani laiiiiclu^s ; and allowed the way in 
so that the iiiinea were avoided. 

Another naval ollicer boarded I'ilot 
.Macintosh's boat, and asked by order 
of .\ilmiral Heneage, w ho had given in- 
atructiona for the return of Ihe barque 
to ]iurt. 

Having been aliowii the order of the 
liarboniiaater, the ollieer reported to 
the llagship; and returning, reqiieated 
I'ilot .Slacliitoali not to enter the harbor 
with the Hiistedo in tow. 

The pilot reiilied that he had received 
Ilia iiiatriictiona and would of courae 
carry them out. 

.Accoi'dingly the barque was lowed in 
and anchored at the spot designated in 
Capt. Clarke's orilera ; and shortly 
alter the Sardony.x anchored ahingside 
anil pidcecdeil to ilischarge her cargo of 
salnion into her. 

It was su]iposed that Admiral Hene- 
age would again order the removal of 
tlie barque during the day, hut no such 
action was taken. 

Capt. Clarke, the harbor inaater, says 
that no claim can be made liy the ud- 
iiiiral to control over the cove in which 
the baniue is aneliored. The niiistcr of 
the Huatede, Cupt. Reiners, adds that 
lie intends presenting a claim for delay 
and iiniioynnco caused by tho removal of 
his ship. He will hiy tho matter beforo 
the (lovernment at Berlin, as there is 
uoCernian consul resident in British 
( 'ohinibia. 

This is ('apt. Reiner's version of tho 
allair. It ia not the version given by 
all, who, living on tho spot, may pre- 
aumably be supposed to kllOW some- 
thing about it. It is said that Admiral 
Heneage has in many >vays assisted the 
captain of tho Huatede, uiul treated hini 
with tho greatest courtesy aiiioe liia ar- 
rival in Bsqnitiialt.
